Report of School Board 


REMARKS 


By an act of the last Legislature the fiscal year of all 
School Districts will end on August 31st of each year, and 
the report of the School Board will be made on that date 
and printed in the following town report. 

We again call the attention of parents to the fact that 
the law requires them to notify the School Board when 
they send pupils away to a high scohol for which the District 
is to pay the tuition, as neglect of this duty is the cause of 
some inconvenience to the Board. 

There area few cases of neglect on the part of parents 
in the regular attendance of pupils at school, which must be 
corrected or the offenders will be dealt with as the law pro- 
vides by the Truant Officer. 

We think that a “Parent Teachers’’ Association in 
the town would develop an interest with the people in our 
schools and an effort will be made to organize one in the 
near future. Weare pleased with the interest taken in 
the exercises given by the class which was graduated on 
June 22nd at the Town Hall. The large company present 
was evidence of a greater interest in school work 

The co-operation of the citizens with the School Board 
is essential for the best result in the work of our schools, 
and please remember, that criticisms should be given to the 
Board first hand, that they may be corrected and that 
cheap gossip is a rank poison to any school. 

We wish to thank the District for the liberal financial 
support which has always been given the Board, as it gives 
us a feeling of confidence which is heplful in our duties 
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for the District. At the present time of war prices our 
schools will cost more than formerly, but we believe that it 
is not economy to cut the cost at the sacrifice of efficiency 
in teachers,

Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Board of the Town of Weare. 


I hereby submit my fourth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


GENERAL REMARKS 


The schools of Weare this past year have been making 
rapid progress in getting in line with the requirements of 
the “State Program of Studies.”’ This work was begun last 
year, but as stated then it was not expected that we could 
make the reorganization necessary in one year in all the 
grades. 

Some schools are now working strictly to grade as out- 
lined in the State Course. Some are far from it and will 
be until trained teachers or teachers of experience can be 
secured to take these schools. Arithmetic and Geography 
are the two studies that give the most trouble in teaching 
according to course. 

When we have trained teachers and specially graded 
rooms, as at East Weare, we find no difficulty in meeting 
the requirements of the new course of study. A change of 
teachers hinders progress in any school in the effort to “get 
up with the course.” Unfortunately two of our schools 
have had to change teachers this year so far, and these two 
schools are therefore somewhat behind others as to the work- 
ing of the course. 

Because a teacher is not Bronce every grade strictly 
according to the course of study does not mean that she is 
not doing good work. She may be doing excellent work 
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and working toward the course in a very satisfactory man- 
ner. 
Good work is now being done by all the teachers, and 


where the best teachers are you will see the best work, of 
course. ! 

The pupils seem much interested, and a very pleasing 
thing to me as I visit the schools is to see the “busy work- 
ers,’ forall impress me with their spirit of work and interest. 

While the nature of the winter and the bad traveling 
has made it almost impossible for me to visit many of the 
schools with any degree of regularity or frequency, I have 
visited enough to be able to report to you that no backward 
steps have been taken this year. The schools are progress- 
ing and the pupils are graduating each year not perfect in 
their knowledge of text books but with a good working 
knowledge of them, and, what is far better, with a broader 
knowledge of the world in which they live and what is going 
on in that world, and that they being part of that world have 
their work to do in it. 

I have difficulty in making some teachers realize that 
the mere knowledge of a text book is not all there is in 
school life That a text book has its place, but it is a means 
toan end and should be so treated; that supplementary read- 
ing and the daily newspapers and magazines at the seat, in 
the class and at home, are worth far more educationally to 
the child than all the text books he studies. 

I cannot understand why teachers are so slow to real- 
ize this, but some of them are. The generous supply of 
supplementary reading matter that the town of Weare has 
enables us to do much of: this supplementary work if 
teachers would wake to its importance. 

The greatest historical events in all the world’s history 
are being recorded on the fields of battle today in Europe. 
It isa crime for any teacher to let the great events of today 
go by without teaching history inits making. It is the teach- 
er's greatest opportunity now to teach patriotism and good 
citizenship, and some of them are doing it successfully. I 
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should consider that any eighth grade pupil this year who 
next June could not tell me something about Pershing, 


Wood, Hoover, Petain, Haig, Lloyd George and Hindenburg 
as well as something about George Washington and Ulys- 
ses Grant, was not properly fitted to graduate however ex- 
cellent the examination in Arithmetic, Geography and 
Grammar might be. In other words the kind of teaching 
we are after is the live kind, the educational kind, the kind 
that prepares for actual living today. 

We cannot perhaps reasonably expect untrained, inex- 
perienced teachers to at once realize the real spirit of a true 
teacher and exhibit that spirit in the school room; but we 
have the right to demand that if she is to remain in our 
employ she have ambition enough to try and realize it and 
act accordingly. 

I believe we should give encouragement to our young 
teachers to attend the summer sessions at Normal School 
and improve themselves for their work. Such teachers are 
worth more to the town and it is economy to employ such 
teachers. Other towns recognize this fact; why not 
Weare? A teacher who has ambition enough to go to the 
Normal School for six weeks in the summer that she may 
be a better teacher, is of the right sort and generally will 
make a success of her work. Such teachers ought to be 
given assurance that they will receive at least a dollar a 
week more for their services than teachers who make no 
special effort to make themselves worth more to the town. 

It is becoming increasingly difficult to secure not only 
trained teachers but any teachers. The war conditions 
have opened to girls more alluring positions than school 
teaching. As aresult thousands of girls, graduates of high 
school and Normal Schools in New England, that usually 
would go into teaching are engaging in other work. This 
means a scarcity of teachers this next year and'probably for 
two years. The larger towns and cities that pay more 


than Weare are going to get our best teachers and desir- 
able teachers, unless we prepare to keep them and make a 
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it an object for them to remain with us. I therefore suggest 
to you that you be prepared to meet competition in teach- 
ers this coming year; to keep those you want to keep, and 

engage others very early. 

It speaks well for the Weare schools that so many grad- 
uates go away to school and that most of them are suc- 
ceeding in the schools to which they have gone. I still be- 
lieve it would be a good thing if Weare had its own high 
school so that these boys and girls would not be obliged to 
go out of town for a high school education. 

The pupils of Weare schools took an active interest in 
home gardens last summer, and thus did their part in the 
production of food. Ninety-one pupils signified their in- 
tentions of having gardens of their own. It is estimated 
that seventy carried out their intentions and raised $245 
worth of vegetables. It is hoped to improve. that record 
this year, and parents are urged to encourage their children 
in this work. Many of the children have helped in Red 
Cross work and are interested in the Thrift Stamp Savings 
Plan. 

I mention these things to show that the schools are 
awake to the needs of the hour and the pupils are made to 
feel as never before what the government really is, and how 
closely associated with it they are, and how they may bea 
help in these critical times. 


REPAIRS 


I must as a professional] duty again call your attention 
to the fact that your school houses would not pass inspec- 
tion by the State Board of Health, and to urge you to do 
something about it this year. 

The “patching-up” method of repairing school buildings 
is not satisfactory. You always have old buildings and 
never get anywhere. The towns that have adopted 
the policy of entirely remodeling some ONE school 
building each year so that it shall conform to modern re- 
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quirements and ‘state recommendations are pleased with 
the result. They are getting up-to-date school buildings 
that are a credit to the educational progressiveness of the 
town. I wish you might see your way clear to adopt such 
a policy this year. 


BOOKS AND SUPPLIES 


The town is so well supplied with books that it will 
probably not be necessary to ask for any larger appropria- 
tion for the period from February, 1918, to August 31, 
1919, than you have previously asked for one year. 


GRADUATION 


The second “Grammar School Graduation” in Weare 
occurred at the Town Hall, June 22,1917. The hall was 
crowded and the exercises very interesting. The following

CONCLUSION 


Considering the exceptionally rough winter, with. its 
bad traveling, the attendance has been all that could be ex- 
pected. The average attendance in all schools last year 
was 181% out of an average membership of 197, the per 
cent. of attendance 94. This is a good record and in itself 
evidence of good interest in school work. 
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The schools are al] doing very satisfactory work at the 
present time and the year’s work bids fair to be the equal 
of that of any previous year. 

While the town will be called upon to raise money for 
the support of schools from February, 1918, to August 31, 
1919, because of the new law, changing the fiscal year of 
schools and thus increasing the bnrden of taxation for this 
year, I trust that the urgent appeal of President Wilson, 
seconded by that of Governor Keys and the State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, “Not to let the schools suf- 
fer, at whatever sacrifice,’ will be heeded by the voters of 
Weare, who have been so fair in dealing with their schools 
in the past years.
